Instead 
of permitting 


other encroachments upon the streets, 
the Town Council should 
have 
sot 


about to abolish those already made. 


Such appropriations of the 
pub- 


lic highways are from any point of 
view utterly indefensible. 
Property- 


owners have no more right to take 
any part of the street tor sidewalk 
in order to provide themselves with 
entrance or exit to 
or 
from 
their 


premises than they have to build their 
houses Ojat far out on the street or 
sidewalk and assume 
absolute pos- 


session. 


There is an ordinance on the stat- 


ute books of the borough passed two 
years ago positively 
forbidding 
aa 


open areaway on any 
street, 
alley, 


avenue, lane or square. There Is at- 
tached to it ft rather ridiculous penalty 
of ten dollars, but even this lias not 
been enforced. 
There should be no 


favored exceptions to the general rule 
laid down for everybody. Tho streets 
and sidewalks ot'Connellsville's busi- 
ness thoroughfares are none too large 
now. 
They should not he unduly or 


unnecessarily .obstructed by anyone, 
nor should anybody he permitted to 
permanently appropriate to his or her 
own use any portion of them. 
.- It is the rtuty of the Town Council 
to protect the public ownership of the 
public thoroughfares Irom. all such pri- 
vate seizures, and not at any time, oc 
in any manner, or on any pretext, to 
encourage them.

Wai Not Rest Content With 
National .Committee's Deci- 


sion on Contests. 


HEARINGS PROCEEDING TODAY 


Antl-T»ft Men Propose to Carry Their 


Fight to Credentials Committee of 


• tho National Republican Convention. 


Taft Managers Sitting Tight. 


Chicago, June 8.—Representatives of 


the allies this morning recalled thalr 
statement that they will bolt the Ke- 
publlcan national committee GO f£r as 
tie presentation of evidence to sup- 
port the claims of anti-Taft delega- 
tions from southern states Is con- 
cerned. There is evidence that the 
announcement on the authority of Rep- 
raMntatiYe James Francis Burke, man- 
ager for Senator Knox, after he had 
been In conference with Senator Hem- 
en-way of Indiana, J. B. Keating of In- 
diana .and others identified with tho 
campaign of the allies, created dissen- 
sion.' Some of the other spokesmen 
for the allies declared the announce- 
ment to be ill-advised and they busied 
themselves to counteract Its effect. 
After numerous conferences the fol- 
lowing, headed "Statement from the 
Allies," was Issued: 


"Upon the authority of the repre- 


sentatives of all of the presidential 
candidates other than Secretary of 
War Taft, It woe announced today that 
they would continue to present their 
side of ths contested delegate cases to 
the national committee. The decision 
of the" national comtnHtee will not bo 
tal^n as final by the candidates known 
as tho allies, but an appeal will be 
taken in cases where it is believed in- 
justice has been done, first to the com- 
mittee'on credentials and later to the 
convention itself. 


Propose to Appeal Cases. 


"Tho determination of the 'repre- 


sentatives of thoXalUes to continue 
the presentation of their side of the 
contests to the national committee is 
not to be taken as an indication that 
they approved of the manner In which 
these contests have been decided. But 
In order to be in a position to present 
all of the cases In proper form to the 
committee on credentials it is deemed 
advisable to comply with the form of 
procedure laid down by the national 
committee. 


"It is the arm determination of the 


representatives of the allies first to 
give the national committee an oppor- 
tunity to consider all the contests on 
their merits." 


It Is generally believed that the an- 


nouncement that the allies would bolt 
the committee was designed to test 
pabllo sentiment and to influence the 
Taft forces to a. compromise proposi- 
tion. That the effect was not what 
the allies expected was admitted by a 
mumber of men who had knowledge of 
the entire proceeding. Senator Crime 
of Massachusetts, who has been recog- 
nized as one of the chief advisers of 
the anti-Taft movement, said that the 
announcement should not have been 
made. Senator Hemenway character- 
ized the story that tha allies had do- 
elded to bolt as "unauthorised." Mr. 
Healing was not so emphatic bait he 
Intimated, that somebody had bean 
"dreamine." A. B. Humphreys, the 
Hushes manager, said that he had not 
attended the conference, but that he 
had agreed to abide by any decision 
reached. Managers fop, Speaker Can- 
non and Senators LaFolletto and Fora- 
ker were not parties to the conference. | 


Hearings Resumed Today. 


All of the contests still to be set- 


tled are brought by negro voters in- 
structed for Senator Foraker, except- 
ing tour districts in Kentucky, which 
are claimed for Vic=j President Pair- 
banks,'and two in Missouri, which are 
claimed for Governor Hughos. It la 
rumored, but not confirmed, that Sen- 
ator Dick will order that many of the 
Foraker contests be defaulted in tho 
Interest of Secretary Taft. 


The committee began work again at 


10 o'clock this'morning, taking up first 
the contests of the Third Florida dis- 
trict. The contests not yet settled are

follows: 
Florida, one district; 


Georgia, three districts; Kentucky, 
four districts; Louisiana, delegates-at- 
large and seven districts; Mississippi, 
delegate-at-large and 
six districts; 


Missouri, two districts; North Caro- 
lina, delogates-at-largo and seven dis- 
tricts; Ohio, four districts; Oklahoma, 
delegates-at-large and three districts; 
Pennsylvania, one delegate from the 
Twenty-first district; South Carolina, 
delegatea-at-larea; 
Tennessee, dele- 


gates-at-large and sixteen districts; 
Virginia, delegates-at-large and eight 
districts; Texas, delegatas-at-large and 
sixteen districts; Virginia, delegates- 
nt-larse and eight districts; West Vir- 
ginia, one district. 


There are also contests from Alaska, 


ind Arizona. 


FIREWORKS PLANT GOES UP 


Furnishes Exciting Spectacle for 10,' 


000 New Caatle People. 


New Caatle, Pa., Jnna 8.—Two tons 


of powdor end enough fireworks to 
template a city's celebration blew up 
here with a. series of loud explosions 
lasting more than ten seconds, serious- 
ly injuring two persons, wrecking a 
fireworks plant and two dwellings, 
smashing^ "windows for 
o. radius of 


three sqiiaroB and closing nearly all 
the churcho In the city just as sar- 
mocs on cardplaylng were well under 
way. The Injured are: .Tacob Coutl, 
owner of the plant, burned about face 
and arms; Mrs. Jacob Conti, flesh torn 
away from arma and logs, condition 
critical. 


Fire started from an unknown catue 


in Contl B fireworks plant, exploded 
the bulk powder, which in turn set flra 
to made-up fireworks, prolonging the 
explosion and creating a spectacular 
dlsplny. 


Conti's house, standing on the edso 


of a vacant lot twenty-uvo feet from 
where the plant was located, was bad. 
ly wrecked and the dwelling occupied 
by Louis Camaro was seriously dam- 
aged. 


When the explosion occurred Conti 


ran through, the flames followed by his 
wife with a six months' old baby In 
her arms. Mrs. Contl, although not 
burned, was struck by flying debrla. 
The child received only a olight bruise 
on the head. 


Several minutes alter tin) explosion 


more than 10,000 persons worn on tho 
scene. Many left churohoa in terror. 
Rushing from their pewa when th<3 
first shock was felt and Booing the air 
filled with burning ptnwhoels and sky- 
rockets, a few, whose nerves were al- 
ready at high tension, thought JurlB- 
ment day had come.
